The Gateway to Fort Ancient. 


The embankments making up Fort 
Ancient seem to have been made to 
form several distinct divisions. There 
is, first, the new fort, lyin& north of a 
narrow isthmus, the great gateway di­ 
viding the mounds at the south end 
of that passage, the crescent gate, 
formed by the wing walls and tile mid­ 
dle fort, an area inclosed by a sickle- 
shaped gateway. 
The total distance 
around these earthworks is not less 
than 18,712 feet, although a bee line 
from the east to the west end meas 
urea just 993. 
Statistics, however, are both tiring 
and 
non-communicative. 
You 
ride 
from the village up a steep hill, through 
the forest, to the knoll on which stands 
the fort. An osage hedge has been set 
around the place, bearing the simple 
words “Fort Ancient.” 
You take a 
path leading down through a well de­ 
fined system of mounds, dotted over 
with ancient beech trees. Beyond, the 
meadow gives place to denser forest, 
and In this all attempt at tracing the 
plan of the mounds seems futile. They 
wind and turn, and writhe and twist, 
beyond tracing, by any save the anti­ 
quarian. Sightseers for the most part, 
here, are picnickers, and for their 
benefit the Ohio Historical and Arch­ 
aeological society haB erected a frame 
shelter house among these, “For ult, 


not abuse." 
This very forest scorns 
hedged in with primitive walls, follow- 
i g the line of ravines, and separating 
i; from pasture lands beyond. 
One wonders the purpose of all these 
earthworks. 
None is better fitted to 
speak on this subject than hi* who ex- | 
plored t Ii em best, Prof. Moorehead, of 
Saranac Lake, N. Y. 
"Fort Ancient.” he says, “is consid­ 
ered to have been erected for purely 
defensive purposes, and not as used 
for residence for any great length of 
time. 
Its connection with the Scioto 
valley earthworks is to bo doubted, 
and it seems to occupy a rather iso­ 
lated position. 
I have always, there­ 
fore, thought that the village folk of 
ancient Madisonville used the fort as 
a common re n d e z v o u s . 
Possibly they 
came in 
from 
as far as Aurora, 
Inda, 
Alexandersville, 
Foster’s, Mil­ 
ford. southern Brown county and tho 
mouth of the Great Miami, at all of 
which places there were earthworks. 
The fort is believed to have been crect- 
ed by the Shorthead or Southern peo­ 
ple.” 
Every visitor to Fort Ancient has 
his theory. 
Some find in the outline 
of the fort a tracing of tho American 
continent. Others, founding their the­ 
ories on Esdrac, put this people down 
as the tribe expelled from Assyria. 
Still others would have them to be 
maroons from King Solomon’s ships 
on the three-year cruises. 
And still 
others would make of them Japanese, 
sent by adverse currents to this land. 
As to their fate, the scientists are 
not few who believe them simply the 
ancestors of our Indian. Whether this 
l*i so or not, who knows? 
Only the 
mounds, and they keep the secrets 
locked 
tight 
within their leaf-clad 
bosoms. 


F .rley and Its Cultivation 


The English expert, Prof. D. Finlay- 
son, has this to say concerning the 
growing of barley, which will prove 
suggestive and helpful to farmers in 
this country: 
To grow barley of the highest class 
it is essential that certain facts should 
always be remembered. Barley should 
he grown on a barley soil, that is to 
gay, on soils of a free working charac­ 
ter, such as light loams, sandy or cal­ 
careous soils. On heavy soils the gen­ 
eral bulk of the produce, both straw 
and grain, may be considerably aug­ 
mented, but at the expense of quality.

The farmer, when viewing his crop, 
ponders over the disappointing out­ 
look. What is the cause or reason of 
the failure? Oftentimes the reason is 
simply this—that the various tillage 
operations necessary for the formation 
of a good seed-bed are not properly 
timed as to the weather conditions. It 
is quite possible for the surface of the 
soil to be worked into a fairly fine 
condition, while at the same time the 
tread cf the horses has formed a pan 
or layer impervious to the passage of 
water a little way below the surface; 
the latter being fine, the water rises 
readily—too readily—by capillary at­ 
traction. thus cooling the upper layer 
of soil and checking the growth. 
While the order of succession in 
which crops are usually grown is de­ 
pendent upon the nature of the soil 
and climatic conditions, it would b* 
thought in certain districts and by 
some farmers little short of rank here­ 
sy to advocate the growth of two 
white or straw crops In succession. 
It is also, perhaps, well known to 
most practical men that there is no 
greater fallacy In farming practice* 
than the laying down of rules. 
Phos­ 
phates and nitrogen must be beth 
present in sufficient quantity in th* 
ideal barley soil, but the latter cie* 
ment not in excess. 
The orthodox 
method of cultivation—"barley after 
roots”—has given place in many dis­ 
tricts to "barley after wheat.” Though 
the opinions of practical men differ 
considerably on this important depart­ 
ure from established custom, it is in 
the main a matter of individual ex­ 
perience and depends on the fertility 
of the soil. 
In examining an ear of barley it will 
be seen that the spikelets are ar­ 
ranged in threes on opposite sides of 
the rachis. When the middle spikelet 
on each side produces one well-deveL 
oped grain only, we have what is 
known as a two-rowed barley, the side 
spikelets being abortive. 
When the 
two outside spikelets are fertile and 
produce grain, we have the six-rowed 
typei

Hon of the surface and its general fer­ 
tility, is really the secret of successful 
barley growing, lf grown after a crop 
of roots, any portion of the ground 
which has been "poached” or trodden 
by sheep when it wms wet should re­ 
ceive special attention. It is infinitely 
better, when it can be managed, to 
produce the fine tilth required by ex­ 
posure to natural atmospheric agencies 
than to force a tilth by excessive use 
of the barrow and roller.

In the early days the forests 


were In nearly every locality and 
birds abounded 
They had to live 


largely from the Insects, and the hunt 
for that kind of food was Incessant. 
The codling moth and his

found little chance to destroy frulA- 
The fruit was thus protected by the 
birds to an extent that made spraying 
unnecessary
